A plague as horrid in its way as any 
of 
those from 
which the ancient 
Egyptians suffer*! has assailed the 
south coast of England. 
Countless hordes of octopi—the devil­ 
fishes of Victor Hugo—have Invaded 
the English channel aud have swarmed 
along the shores of Devon and Corn­ 
wall in tremendous numbers. Travel­ 
ing about In marauding armies, they 
have well night destroyed the local 
lobster and crab fisheries by devouring 
these crustaceans wholesale. 
On the French side of the strait, 
especially in the departm ent of Finis- 
tere, they are thrown 
up 
on 
the 
beaches by the sea after storms In 
such quantities that their loathsome 
bodies have been gathered up and re­ 
moved by hundreds of cartloads to 
prevent them from endangering the 
public health by rotting. 
Many of these 'creatures have a 
spread of six feet or more, the tenta­ 
cles being three feet in length and cov­ 
ered with suckers as big as OO cent 
pieces. But specimens have been seen 
very much greater in size, and individ­ 
uals are known sometimes to attain a 
measurement of IC feet from arm tip 


1 to arm tip. That the larger ones will 
j readily attack human beings is well 
known, the sucking disks with which 
I the arm s are provided holding the vic­ 
tim with an irresistible force. Once 
fairly embraced by the animal there 
j is small chance for the strongest man, 
unless he is lucky enough to have a 
big knife or a spear. 
The most surprising point about the 
plague referred to is that the octopus 
has rarely been seen hitherto in Brit­ 
ish w aters—so rarely, indeed, th at dur­ 
ing many years past specimens could 
be obtained for aquaria iii England 
only at long intervals, 
and 
half a 
sovereign was frequently paid for a 
small one alive. 
It is very numerous 
in the Mediterranean and ranges as 
far north as the south side of the Eng­ 
lish channel, which is its extreme 
limit ordinarily.

Countless hordes of octopi—the devil­ 
fishes of Victor Hugo—have invaded 
the English channel and have swarmed 
along the shores of Devon and Corn­ 
wall iii tremendous numbers. T ravel­ 
ing about in marauding armies, they 
have well night destroyed the local 
lobster and crab fisheries by devouring 
these crustaceans wholesale. 
On the French side of the strait, 
especially in the department of Flnis- 
terc, they are thrown

such quantities that their loathsome 
bodies have been gathered up and re­ 
moved by hundreds of cartloads to 
prevent them from endangering the 
public health by rotting.

T h e y propose that it be organ ized on 
the plan of a municipality. The lepers 
will elect a board o f aldermen, a m ay­ 
or. a justice of the i tea cc. police o? fl­ 
eers a u d all other officials necessary to 
running a miniature city. 
The management of the lepers has 
been in the bands of an agent of the 
board o f health, w ho had complete su­ 
pervision of the leper settlement, which 
is on a peninsula, aboil! six miles long 
and three miles wide, on the northern 
const of Molokai island. 
(JeneraHy 
the lepers have l»een satisfied with 
their life, but 
numerous 
complaints 
were made recently to the legislative 
com mittees about the scarcity of food 
and the details of management. 
The lepers were assured that by next 
.Inly they will have entire management 
them selves and can attend to every 
detail. 
Taro root. from which is man­ 
ufactured pol, the most essential food 
for the lollers, will be raised in quanti­ 
ty by the inliers after self government 
is inaugurated. 
Other supplies which 
cannot lie raised on the island will be 
sent over by the ! Kin rd of health, which 
will still maintain practically an exec­ 
utive supervision over the lepers. 
Japers will take charge of these 
goods and will arrange for their dis­ 
position to members o f the settlement. 
There is scarcely a resident In the set­ 
tlement who is not terribly disfigured 
with the disease. 
Out* of the most prominent members 
of tho settlement, w ho bas lived there 
22 years, said be did not believe self 
government could be put Into execu­ 
tion, for there were not enough well 
men to assume the reins of govern- 
Those who were well enough 
now were apt to become ill at any 
time. 
There are now about POO lepers 
of both sexes in the settlement. 
The 
movement meets with almost unani­ 
mous approval from them.
